And finally, it is admirable because it will remove with the other 
South and Central American countries the suspicion that this coun- 
try desires to either grab their territory or take a commanding po- 
sition over them. 

Of course another result of this coming together wil] be to 
create a more kindly feeling with regard to the United States in the 
South and that is a great gain from every point of view. It will be 
the cause of increasing the friendliness between the two hemispheres 
and will give us a great increase in trade, no doubt. It will remove 
many misunderstandings and will lead to a better understanding of 
the real point of view with which we regard the other countries in 
this hemisphere. 


THE POLICE AUTOMOBILE. 


The very long and tedious delay that resulted last week when 
two Italians were busy trying to kill each other, and Officer Barry 
tried to get the machine to take them, the one to prison and the other 
to a hospital, makes it clear, if any demonstration of the fact were 


newspapers to those seeking to learn a new language. Why not use 
the newspapers as readers in the ordinary classes, especially in the 
higher classes. 

To the reply that we know some will inevitably make, that 
there is much in the newspapers that children should not read, we 
will cheerfully say ‘‘Amen,’’ and add that the same remark applies 
to their elders in many cases ; but the teacher need not pick out those 
articles, and papers ean be selected or magazines in which subjects 
of interest are detailed and the reading can be accompanied by ‘ther 
studies so as to make the whole profitable and interesting. 

Let us, to illustrate, take the present trouble with Mexico. Let 
the class read the reports of that affair in the papers, and then f llow 
on the map the location of the warships, the movement of the soldiers, 
and at the same time let the teacher detail the history of the country 
from the days of Cortez down to today. 

Under that plan the child will at once learn to read, will learn 


geography, history and many other facts of importance, and will 
at the same time acquire a taste for decent reading in the papers 
instead of indecent: In fact the lesson can be made so interesting 
that the children will not realize that it is a lesson at all. In a few 
schools that we know of that plan has been tried. Why not try it in 
the schools of Richmond? 

The current events of today are the history of tomorrow. There 
is no reason why the debates in Congress, the discussion of the tariff, 
the new banking law and hundreds of other subjects should not be 
studied. There is no reason why the tables of quotations in the 
papers daily of stocks and bonds and other securities should not be 
used when boys and girls are studying that branch of arithmetic 
instead of the examples so often found in the books, and which 
are monotonous alike to teacher and pupil. 

The general idea of an education today is to have it practical, 
and if we were to banish our text books in reading and some other 
lines and use newspapers or other current literature on the subjects 
under study, we would make our education far more up to date 
than it is. Peis

Everything connected with the police force should be ready 
at all times, and when there is a long, narrow town to be handled like 
Richmond, there is all the more reason for eternal vigilance. That 
half an hour should be consumed waiting for a machine with a 
wounded man and a prisoner is absurd, or rather it would be absurd 
if it were not such a serious matter. 

If the wounded man had been worse hurt he could have been 
dead and buried before the chief arrived and he was taken to the 
hospital. It is not easy, either, for the officer making an arrest to 
hold on to several prisoners indefinitely while the chief is getting 
ready to grace the loeality with his impressive presence, and, as 
we say, the whole idea is absurd and to laugh. 

The automobile should leave the station the moment that an 
alarm is turned in and there should be some one to take it out in- 
stanter. To be obliged to hunt up even as distinguished a man as 
the chief while prisoners are being corraled, or the dying are waiting 
for conveyance to a hospital, is not the way a police department 
should be manayed. It isnot creditable to those having management 
of the force. It is a weak spot that should be strengthened. It is a 
poor arrangement that should be bettered. Richmond is paying for 
a first class police service. Is she getting it? If not why not?
